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NOTE. 



After the early tabulations for this report had been completed 
there were 7 returns of death added to the record, making the 
total number 11,007. There were four males, three females. 
One male and two females were infants, less than one year of age, 
all born in Boston, and the cause of death in each case was 
unknown. One female was married, 34 years old, and born in 
Massachusetts ; of the males, one was married, 44 years old, and 
born in Norway ; one was single, 22-3 years old, born in Massa- 
chusetts; one was single, 21 years old, and bom in Ireland; the 
adult female and the adult males all came to their deaths by 
accidental drowning. 

The general form of the report for this year had been altered 
somewhat from that of its predecessors, by the addition of new 
tables in the death and marriage divisions and the omission of 
some descriptive text containing percentages, it having been 
found that the percentages calculated were not required by those 
interested in the subject of vital statistics, and it was thought 
better to give more figures and let each one interested in certain 
lines of study figure such percentages as he might require for the 
purpose of study. While the amount of textual matter is reduced 
more information has been given. 
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DEATHS IN BOSTON IN 1905. 



There were 11,002* deaths recorded by this department in 
1905, or 245 more than in 1904, or 2.2 per cent. 

The following table, based on the Massachusetts State Census 
of 1905, will show the mortality in different classes of the popu- 
lation and the death rates of each. 

The death rate based on the whole number of deaths occurring 
in the city was 18.48.

The whole number of deaths of residents was 9,717; the 
number of deaths of non-residents was 1,020; the number of 
deaths of those whose residence was unknown was 265. 

jSeoces, — The total number of recorded deaths was 1 1,002 ; there 
were 5,838 males and 5,164 females. 

Of the deaths of residents of the city, 5,071 were males and 
4,646 were females. 

Of the non-resident deaths, 591 were males and 429 were 
females. 

Of the decedents whose residence was unknown or not given, 
176 were males and 89 were females. 

There were 666 still-born infants which are not included in the 
total number of deaths as given above.

Color. — Of the total tabulated mortality of eleven thousand, 
10,711 were white and 289 were colored. 

tSex. — There were 5,838 males and 5,164 females; of the 
colored decedents there were 160 males and 129 females. 

Age. — There were 2,163 decedents under one year of age, or 
more than one-fifth of the total mortality ; 448 between 1 and 2 
years of age; and 416 between 2 and 5 years, making a total of 
3,027 decedents under the age of 5 years, or more than 27.5 per 
cent, of the total mortality. 

The number of deaths between 5 and 20 years was 628, or 
5.7 per cent. 

The number of deaths between 20 and 50 years of age was 
3,234, or 29.4 per ceirt. 

The number of deaths of all over 50 years of age was 4,111, 
or 37.3 per cent. 

The greatest number of deaths for any 5 year age period 
(other than those under 1 year) was 677, in the 60-64 year 
period. 

Month and Season. — The greatest number of deaths in one 
month is recorded in July, 1,006 ; the least number was 801, in 
June. 

The greatest number of deaths of infants under 1 year of age 
in any month was in August. 

The greatest number of deaths in any quarter of the year was 
in the first quarter, and the total number was 2,899 ; the least 
number for any quarter of the year was in the last quarter, 2,599. 

Nativity. — Oi the total mortality of 11,000 deaths 4,563 of 
the decedents were natives of Boston, or 41.4 per cent. ; 2,381 
were born in the United States outside of Boston ; so that 6,944 
decedents were native Americans, or 63.1 per cent. The greatest 
number of deaths of natives occurred in Ward 6, 394 ; this ward 
has the largest foreign population of any in the city, but there 
were 181 deaths of infants under 1 year of age in this ward 
which would account for the large mortality of natives. 

The largest number of decedents of a foreign nativity were 
those bom in Ireland; there were 1,989, or 18.08 per cent. ; of 
these 930 were males and 1,059 females. 

The British Provinces of North America was the birthplace of 
773 decedents, or 7.2 per cent. 

Natives of Great Britain numbered 333, of Germany 194, of 
Italy 203, of Russia 195, of Norway 17, of Sweden 72, of 
China 15, of France 21, of Turkey 17, of Austria 19, of Portu- 
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gal 13, of Holland 10, of Belgium 2, of Switzerland 5, of 
Greece 5, of Denmark 10, of Cuba and West Indies 13, of all 
other countries 23, of unknown birthplaces 140. 

Parentage. — The parentage (both parents) of 2,418 dece- 
dents was American, or 21.9 per cent, of the total mortality. 

There were 836 decedents of mixed (foreign and American) 
parentage, or 7.5 per cent. 

There were 321 decedents the nativity of whose fathers was 
unknown, but the country of birth of the mothers has been given ; 
of these 210 had native mothers. 

There were 239 decedents the nativity of whose mothers was 
unknown, but the country of birth of the father was given; of 
these 109 had native fathers. 

There were 6,379 decedents whose parents were both foreign, 
or 57.9 per cent. 

There were 802 decedents whose parent nativity was unknown, 
or 7.2 per cent, of the total mortality. 

Table XIII. shows the relative parent nativity of all the 
decedents in the city in 1905. 

Principal Causes of Death. 

Pneumonia. — As in every year since 1900, with one excep- 
tion, 1901, pneumonia is the leading cause of death, there 
being 1,567 deaths from this cause ; 534 of these decedents were 
less than five years of age, or more than one-third of the total 
mortality from this cause. The males numbered 850 and the 
females 717. 

Pneumonia as a cause of death is increasing very rapidly ; in 
1875 there were 632 deaths from this cause as against 1,357 
deaths from phthisis and tuberculosis, which was then and for 
many years afterward the leading cause; even as late as 1890 
the deaths from tuberculosis and phthisis were 525 more than 
those from pneumonia ; since that year, however, the disparity has 
been less marked, and, as has been said, for a number of years 
pneumonia has been the leading cause of death. There was an 
increase of 179 deaths from this cause over the number recorded 
for 1904. 

Phthisis and Tuberculosis. — The number of deaths returned 
under this heading is 1,290, an increase of 17 over the number 
for 1904. The number of deaths from this cause is gradually 
decreasing; there is not always a steady decrease in each 
sequential year, but the number of deaths from this cause is not 
as great as it was in 1875, when the population was more than 
250,000 less; in 1880 there were 1,371 deaths from this cause, 
in 1890 1,603 deaths, in 1900 1,392 deaths, with a steadily 
increasing population. This condition is due to several causes, 
the chief of which are the new modes of treatment of the disease, 
a preventive treatment of the surroundings of a tuberculosis 
patient, and the incorporation of new racial elements in our 
population, who are not so prone to the inception and trans- 
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mission of the disease. It may well be in future years that the 
'' great white plague " will be a misnomer as applied to phthisis 
and tuberculosis. 

The greatest number of deaths from this cause for any 5 year 
age period was 188 in the 30-34 year period; this number is 
closely followed, however, by the deaths in the 25-29 year period, 
which numbered 183 ; there were 88 deaths from this cause of 
children under 5 years of age. 

Diseases of the Heart. — Under this head are also classified 
affections of the pericai-dium and aorta, as well as specific 
afl'ections of the organ itself; there were 1,372 deaths from these 
causes in 1905. Deaths from these causes have increased with 
the growth of the city in greater ratio than have those from any 
other cause. In 1875 the number of deaths returned from this 
cause was 322; in 1885, 553; in 1890, 758; in 1895, 820; 
in 1900, 1,118. The greatest number of these deaths for any 
5 year age period was 141 in the 65-69 year period. 

There were 707 deaths, or more than 50 per cent, of these 
deaths of decedents between the ages of 50 and 75 years ; there 
were 65 deaths of children under 5 years of age from these 
causes. 

Apopleoc^j Cerebral Hemorrhage. — These causes are classified 
together, as they were formerly held to be synonymous, and are 
still so held by many medical men, and the return of death in 
most cases is not specific enough to determine whether a different 
classification should be made. There were 594 deaths in this 
class in 1905, an increase of 104 over the record for 1904. More 
than 53 per cent, of these deaths were of persons between the 
ages of 45 and 70 years. 

Cancer. — There were 524 deaths from cancer in 1905, an 
increase of 87 over the previous year ; the increase in the number 
of deaths from this cause has been constant for the last ^ye 
years, but the greatest yearly increase has been in this last year ; 
a comprehensive tabulation of deaths by cancer with the location 
of the disease, from 1849 to 1903, was published in the depart- 
ment report for 1904. 

Principal Causes of Death of Infants and Children under 

5 Years. 

Cholera. — The leading cause of death among infants is 
cholera, which claimed 461 victims under 1 year of age, and a 
total of 535 of 4 years of age and under ; an increase of 22 over 
the number for 1904. 

Congenital Debility and Inanition. — Deaths returned as due 
to these causes were 461 in number; an increase of 73 over the 
record of 1904. 

Diphtheria. — There were 87 deaths by diphtheria of children 
under 5 years of age ; the total mortality of all ages from this 
cause is very much reduced from the record of 1904, which was 
194 deaths against 120 in 1905. 
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Meningitis. — There were 274 deaths from meningitis of chil- 
dren under 5 years of age, and of these 117 were less than one 
year of age ; the total mortality from this cause exceeds the total 
for 1904 by 118. 

/Scarlet Fever, — The number of deaths from this cause of 
children under 5 years of age was 25, and the total mortality 
from this cause, of all ages, was 46, or 5 more than in 1904. 

Old Age. — There were 288 deaths due to advanced age in 
1906; this is an increase of 45 over the record for 1904. The 
deaths due to this cause in some previous years have been as fol- 
lows : In 1875, 257 ; in 1880, 215 ; in 1885, 247 ; in 1890, 257 ; 
the figures for 1895 and 1900 are not available. 

Deaths from External Causes. 

Accident. — There were 517 accidental deaths recorded in 1905 ; 
of these, the greatest number given as due to any specific cause 
are those caused by ''falls," of which there were 138; there 
were 75 deaths caused by risdlroad accidents; 56 by " burns and 
scalds"; 55 by ''drowning"; 61 by "fractures, ruptures, 
etc." ; " electric shocks " caused 2 ; " chemical poisoning," 10 ; 
"illuminating gas," 18; "run over by vehicle," 17; "run 
over ( ?)" 5 ; " elevator accidents," 11 ; " wound l3y firearms," 
4; " starvation," 1 ; " strangulation," 1 ; " crushed by falling 
body," 7 ; " suffocation by overlaying," 8 ; by " fire smoke," 10 ; 
by " various causes," 11; by "explosion," 2; "succeeding a 
surgical operation," 8; nature of accident "not given," 17. 
There were 93 more " accidental " deaths than in 1904. 

Suicide. -7- The whole number of deaths by suicide was 88, or 
13 more than in 1905 ; the greater number of these deaths was 
by the use of poison ; of these there were 36 ; there were 6 by 
drowning, 6 by hanging, 21 by the use of firearms, 8 by illu- 
minating gas, 5 by cutting or stabbing, while in 3 cases the 
manner of self-destruction was unknown or not given. 

JSbmicide. — The number of deaths by homicide was 14, or 10 
less than in 1904 ; there were 7 deaths caused by the use of fire- 
arms, 4 by a violent blow or push, and in 3 cases the manner of 
death was unknown or not given. 

The Conjugal Condition of the Decedents of 1905. 

Of the 11,002 deaths tabulated for 1905, 5,401 were of per- 
sons who had never been married ; 3,509 were married at the 
time of their decease, 1,961 were widowed, 41 were divorced and 
of 90 the conjugal condition was unknown. 

Of the unmarried decedents 3,095 were males and 2,306 were 
females; there were 2,013 married males and 1,496 married 
females; 639 males were widowers, and 1,322 females were 
widows; 21 males and 20 females were divorced; while of 70 
males and 20 females the conjugal condition was unknown. 
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The greatest numberof unmarried decedents in any 5 year period, 
above the age of 19 years, was 265 in the 20 to 24 year period. 

The greatest number of married decedents in any 5 year age 
period was 346 in 35 to 39 year period ; the greatest number of 
married males for any 5 year age period was 201, in the 50 to 54 
year period ; of females 175, in the 30 to 34 year period. 

The greatest number of widowed decedents for any 5 year age 
period was 265 in the 70 to 74 year period ; of widowers 77, in the 
75 to 79 year period ; and of widows 193, in the 70 to 74 year 
period. 

Deaths in Institutions in 1905. 

The total number of deaths in hospitals, etc., in 1905, was 
3,834 ; of these, 2,228 were males, and 1,606 were females ; 2,793 
were residents of Boston, 1,616 males, 1,177 females; 828 
were non-residents, 482 males, 346 females; and of 213 the 
residence was unknown, 130 males, 83 females. 

The number of residents for each ward who died in the various 
institutions of the city is given below : 
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Decedents of Greatest Age. 

The greatest age attained by any decedent in 1905 was 105 
years ; this was a female, bom in Ireland of Irish parentage ; he

next oldest decedent was a male whose age at time of death was 
104 years, 7 days — he was also bom in Ireland of Irish parent- 
age; there was one male decedent of 100 years and 7 months 
also bom in Ireland, parentage unknown ; one male decedent of 
99 years, 2 months, bosn in Ireland, nativity of parentage un- 
known ; one of 99 years, bom in England of English parentage ; 
one of 97 years, 3 months, 9 days, bom in Ireland, father bom 
in Ireland, mother in Massachusetts ; one of 95 years, 10 months, 
bom in Ireland of Irish parents ; one of 95 years, 1 month, bom 
in the British Provinces, nativity of parents unknown ; one of 95 
years, bom in Boston, both parents Russian. 

Of aged female decedents,, other than the one noted above, 
there were two- of 98 years, one of whom was born in Poland, as 
were her parents ; the other was bom in Ireland of Irish parent- 
age ; one of 96 years and 7 months, bom in Ireland of Irish 
parents ; one of 96 years, 5 months, 19 days, bom in the British 
Provinces, father in Ireland, mother unknown ; one of 96 years, 
4 months, 16 days, bom in Massachusetts of Massachusetts 
parents ; one of 95 years, 4 months, 16 days, bom in Massachu- 
setts of Massachusetts parents; one of 95 years, 8 months, 18 
days, born in Maine, as were also her parents ; one of 95 years, 
2 months, 19 days, born in Boston of Boston parentage.

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MARRIAGES IN BOSTON IN 1905. 



There were 6,775 marriages recorded as having taken place 
in Boston in 1905. This number is 39 more than in 1904. 

In 6,571 cases both contracting parties were white; in 172 
cases both parties were colored ; in 28 cases the groom was col- 
ored and the bride white, and in 4 cases the bridegroom was white 
and the bride colored. 

Seasons. — In June the greatest number of marriages for any 
month occurred, 916 being the record for the month; the least 
number was in March, 387. 

The greatest number of marriages for any quarter-year period 
was 1,974, in the last quarter of the year; the least number was 
1,329, in the first quarter of the year. 

Marriages by Iteligious and Civil Officials. — There were 
5,607 marriages solemnized by clergymen of the various denomi- 
nations and rabbis, and 1,168 by justices of the peace. 

Hesidents and Non- Residents. 

The number of persons who were recorded as having married 
in Boston in 1905 was 13,550 ; of these, 11,054 were residents of 
Boston, or one in each 53.86 of the population. 

The marriage rate was 18.56 per 1,000 of population. 

The non-residents married in Boston were 2,450 in number. 

In 4,996 cases both parties were residents of Boston. 

In 679 cases both parties were residents elsewhere ^n the United 
States. 

In 279 cases the grooms were residents of Boston and the 
brides were residents elsewhere in the United States. 

In 756 cases the grooms resided in the United States (exclu- 
sive of Boston) and their brides were residents of Boston. 

In 10 cases the grooms were residents of Boston and the 
brides were foreign residents. 

In 1 7 cases the grooms were foreign residents and the brides 
were residents of Boston. 

In 18 cases the grooms were residents of the United States and 
the brides were foreign residents. 

In 6 cases the grooms were foreign residents and the brides 
residents of the United States ; and in 14 cases both parties were 
residents of a foreign country. 
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Mixed {as to color) Marriages, (Table XVI.) 

There were 28 caseR of marriage between colored men and 
white women, and 4 cases of marriage between white men and 
colored women. 

In 19 of these marriages the officiating person was a clergy- 
man, and 13 were performed by justices of the peace. 

Marriages : Ages of Grooms and Brides. (Table XVII.) 

In 2,170 marriages, or 32.03 per cent., the grooms and bpides 
were of the same age, or of the same age-period. The* number 
of grooms less than 25 years of age was 1,965, or 29 per cent. ; 
the number of grooms between 25 and 35 years of age was 3,472, 
or 51.24 per cent. ; so that over 80 per cent, of the grooms mar- 
ried in Boston in 1905 were less than 36 years of age. The 
number of grooms less than 21 years of age was 188, or 2.8 per 
cent. 

The number of brides who had not reached the age of 25 years 
was 3,629, or 53.56 per cent. ; the number of brides between the 
ages of 25 and 35 years was 2,454, or 36.22 per cent. ; so that 
about 90 per cent, of the brides were married before reaching the 
age of 36 years. 

The number of brides who were less than 18 years of age was 
162, or almost 2.4 per cent. 

Marriages: Nativities of Both Parties. (Table XVIII.) 

There were 1,195 grooms who were born in Boston, or 17.63 
per cent, of the whole number of grooms ; 637 married brides who 
were born in Boston, 299 married brides bom in the United 
States outside of Boston, 88 of their brides were bom in Ireland, 
110 in the British-American Provinces, 35 in Great' Britain, 6 in 
Germany, 6 in Italy, 2 in Russia, 5 in Sweden, 1 in Austria, 2 in 
Portugal, 1 in Holland, 1 in Cuba, and 2 in countries not speci- 
fied in the table. 

The grooms who were bom in the United States (exclusive of 
those born in Boston) were 2,119, or 31.27 per cent, of the 
whole number of grooms; of their brides, 565 were bom in 
Boston, 1,010 in the United States (exclusive of those bom in 
Boston), 114 in Ireland, 325 in the British- American Provinces, 
51 in Great Britain, 8 in Germany, 1 in Italy, 7 in Russia, 1 in 
Norway, 14 in Sweden, 1 (a white woman) in China, 5 in France, 
2 in Austria, 2 in Belgium, 2 in Switzerland, 2 in Denmark, 4 in 
Cuba, 2 in countries not specified in the table, and of 3 the nativ- 
ity was unknown. 
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American Brides and foreign Orooma, 

There were 689 American-bom (including Boston) brides 
whose grooms were of foreign birth ; of these grooms 109 were 
born in Ireland, 261 in the British- American Provinces, 105 in 
Great Britain, 32 in Germany, 57 in Italy, 47 in Russia, 2 in 
Norway, 15 in Sweden, 2 in China, 4 in France, 5 in Turkey, 7 
in Austria, 11 in Portugal, 1 in Holland, 1 in Belgium, 3 in 
Switzerland, 2 in Denmark, 16 in Cuba and West Indies, and 9 
in countries not specified in the table. 

i^ There were in all 3,314 native- American grooms, or 48.89 
per cent. ; there were in all 3,200 American brides, or 47.23 per 
cent. The number of marriages in which both parties were 
American was 2,511, or 37.06 per cent. 

Marriages Between Natives of the Same {Foreign) Country, 

The figures in large type diagonally arranged across the table 
represent the marriages in which both parties were of the same 
nativity. 

Six hundred and eighteen grooms were born in Ireland, and the 
brides of 461 were of the same nativity. 

Six hmidred and eighty-eight grooms were born in the British- 
American Provinces, and the brides of 339 were of the same 
nativity. 

Two hundred and thirty-four grooms were bom in Great Brit- 
ain, and the brides of 50 were of the same nativity. 

Eighty-three grooms were bom in Germany, and the brides of 
36 were of the same nativity. 

Six hundred and seventy-nine grooms were bom in Italy, and 
the brides of 597 were natives of the same country. 

Six hundred and ninety-five grooms were born in Russia, and 
the brides of 604 were natives of the same country. 

Thirty-seven grooms were bom in Norway, as were also 24 of 
their brides. 

One hundred and seventy grooms were bom in Sweden, and 
143 of their brides were natives of the same country. 

The proportion of grooms and brides of other specified nativi- 
ties may be found in the table; those. quoted above are the most 
numerous and important. 

Number op Marriage. (Table XIX.) 

There were 5,936 grooms and 6,045 brides who had not been 
previously married; there were 610 widowed grooms and 501 
widowed brides who were parties to a second marriage ; there 
were 38 widowed grooms and 14 widowed brides who married for 
the third time ; 2 widowed grooms and 1 widowed bride who mar- 
ried for the fourth time, and 1 widowed groom who contracted 
his fifth marriage. 
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There were 167 grooms and 193 brides who had been divorced 
and were married the second time ; 5 divorced grooms and 5 
divorced brides who married the third time. 

Of the 5,936 grooms who had not been married previously, 
6,538 had brides who had not been previously married, 273 mar- 
ried widows whose second marriage it was, 3 married widows 
who had been married twice before, 118 had divorced brides 
whose second marriage it was, and 4 had divorced brides who had 
been twice previously married. 

Of the 610 widowed grooms marrying the second time, 383 had 
brides who had not previously married, 178 married widows who 
had married once previously, 8 married widows who had been 
twice married, and 41 married divorced women who were marry- 
ing for the second time.

Of the 38 widowed grooms who married the third time, 21 mar- 
ried brides who had not previously been married, 13 to.ok for 
brides widows who had been once married, the brides of 2 had 
been twice married, and 2 had brides who had been divorced and 
whose second marriage it was. 

Of the 2 widowed grooms marrying for the fourth time, 1 mar- 
ried a widow who had been married once, and 1 married a widow 
who had been married three times. 

The widowed groom who married for the fifth time took a 
widowed bride whose second marriage it was. 

The 167 divorced grooms whose second marriage was recorded 
had as brides 100 who had not been previously married, 34

There were 15,702 births registered in this office in the year 
1905; there were 8,193 males and 7,509 females. 

The number of births recorded was 67 less than in 1904. 

These may be classified generally, as regards the residence of 
the parents, as follows : Parents residing in Boston, ward resi- 
dence known, 14,902 — males, 7,764, females, 7,138; ward 
residence unknown, 9, all males; born in Boston of non-resident 
.parents, 602 — males, 326, females, 276 ; born in Boston, parents' 
residence unknown, 198 — males, 103, females, 95. 

Total number of children born in Boston, and recorded, 15,681 — 
males, 8,184, females, 7,497. 

There were 664 stillbirths which are not included in the above 
total. 

The birth-rate for 1905 was 26.45 per thousand of population, 
or 1 in every 37.9. 

The ward from which the greatest number of births was 
returned was Ward 6, 1,521 ; this number was 26 less than the 
number for 1904; the number of births in this ward was 9.7 per 
cent, of the whole number of births in the city. The least 
number of births returned from any ward was in Ward 10, 266 ; 
or 1.6 per cent, of the total number of births. 

The male births were in excess in all wards except Wards 12, 
13, 15, 19 and 20. 

The greatest number of births, parents residing in Boston, for 
any month was in August, 1,382; the least number was 1,158, 
in June. 

The greatest number of male births in any month was 728, in 
August ; the least number was 547, in June. 

The greatest number of female births in any month was 673, in 
March; the least number was 537, in May. 

The greatest number of births for any season or quarter-year 
period was 4,226, in the third quarter of the year; the least 
number for any quarter-year period was 3,735, in the second 
quarter of the year. 

The greatest number of male births for any quarter-year period 
was 2,225, in the third quarter of the year; the greatest number 
of female births for any quarter-year period was 2,001, in the 
third quarter of the year. 

The ward which returned the greatest number of births was 
Ward 6, 1,521, or 9.7 per cent, of the total number of births, 
about 5 per cent, on the ward population, or one birth to each 19 
of the population. The ward having the least number of births 
was Ward 10, with 266, or 1,6 percent, of the population, or one 
in every 89.

Colored Births: All other than White. (Table XXXIV, ) 

There were 278 births of colored children recorded in Boston 
in 1905, or 6 less than in 1904; of these, 251 were of parents 
residing in Boston ; of 21 the parents were non-residents, and of 
6 the parents' residence was unknown or not given. 

The births of colored children were 1.7 per cent, of the total 
number of births in the city. 

Of these births, 142 were males and 136 females. Three were 
recorded as yellow, or Chinese, and were females. 
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The greatest number of these births was in February, 29 ; the 
least number was 18, in January and May. 

Ward 18 is credited with the greatest number of colored births ; 
there were 90, or 7 more than in 1904 ; there were 45 of each sex. 

In Wards 2, 3, 5, 6, 15, 16, 19, 20, 24 there were no colored 
births. The yellow, or Chinese, births were all in Ward 7. 

Births. — Nativity of Fathers and Mothers. (Tables 
XXXV. AND XXXVI.) 

Fathers. — Of the children born in Boston in 1905, 2,823 had 
fathers who were also born in Boston, and 2,591 had fathers who 
were born in the United States outside of Boston, making a total 
of 5,414 fathers of native birth, or 34.5 per cent, of the whole 
number of fathers. 

There were 2,701 fathers born in Ireland, 1,652 in the British 
Provinces of North America, 562 in Great Rritain, 251 in Ger- 
many, 1,893 in Italy, 1,765 in Russia, 73 in Norway, 254 in 
Sweden, 3 in China, 27 in France, 101 in Turkey, 119 in Austria, 
54 in Portugal, 12 in Holland, 13 in Belgium, 15 in Switzerland, 
17 in Greece, 41 in Denmark, 36 in Cuba and the West Indies, 
41 in all other countries not specified in the table, while of 637 
fathers the nativity was unknown, or not given. 

Proportion of the Sexes to the Nativity of Parents. 

The children of American fathers were 2,805 males and 2,609 
females; excess of males, 196. 

The children of American mothers were 3,189 males and 2,761 
females ; excess of males, 428. 

The children of American parentage (both parents) were 2,040 
males and 1,962 females; excess of males, 78. 

The children whose fathers were foreign bom were 5,048 
males and 4,582 females; excess of males, 466. 

The children of foreign-born mothers were 5,276 males and 
4,712 females; excess of males, 564. 

The children of parents who were both foreign born were 
4,380 males and 3,957 females ; excess of males, 423. 

The children of native fathers and foreign mothers were 765 
males and 647 females; excess of males, 118. 

The children of native mothers and foreign fathers were 849 
males and 799 females ; excess of males, 50. 

The children of parents both born in Boston were 760 males 
and 818 females ; excess of females, 58.

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WARD STATISTICS, 1905. 



The following pages give the more important vital statistics 
and population, also a comparative analysis for the years 1901, 
1902, 1903, 1904, 1905, together with the area, number of dwell- 
ings to the acre, number of persons to a dwelling (the facts as to 
families and persons to a family and to a dwelling being the same 
as in the report for 1901 , no figures being available for this year) , 
and number of persons to the acre, or density of population, for 
each of the wards in the city ; also the principal causes of death 
in each, the chief cause being first in order. 

The figures for population are those of the census of 1905 
(Massachusetts State) and are furnished by the State Bureau of 
Labor and Statistics. The areas are from the report of the City 
Engineer for 1896, or directly following the establishment of the 
present ward lines, and the figures regarding the dwelling-houses 
are taken from the report of the Assessing Department for the 
year 1905, and is a statement of the number of dwellings in 
existence on May 1 of that year. 

The ward areas in the statistics are land areas only, flats and 
water not included ; neither are parks or cemeteries or other large 
tracts not devoted to residential purposes excluded ; the density 
is reckoned on the total land area. 

The statistics regarding families and dwellings are from the 
United States Census reports for 1900, but the ratios will proba- 
bly hold good for 1905 for all general purposes. In some cases 
the census reports have differed materially with the report of the 
Assessing Department regarding the number of dwellings in the 
ward, as the definition of the word " dwelhng" has evidently a 
different sense as used by the census authorities from that used 
by the assessors.

Topography, — The East Boston portion of the ward is gener- 
ally of good elevation, consisting of two hills, one rising to 85 
feet, on which is located the reservoir; another at the south- 
eastern extremity, rising to about 50 feet. A depression almost 
to tide-water exists southeast of the tracks of the Boston & 
Albany Railroad. 

The section known as Breed's Island consists of practically 
one large hill, whose maximum height is above 160 feet, sloping 
abruptly westwardly, and gradually eastwardly to the water.

The deaths from phthisis and tuberculosis, pneumonia, diseases 
of the heart, apoplexy and cancer aggregate more than one-third 
of the total number of deaths from all causes in the city. Table 
C shows the number of deaths recorded by each of these causes 
in each year, from 1811 to 1905, with the population of the city 
in each census year during that period, and an estimated popula- 
tion for each inter-census year since 1850. 

From 1811 to 1821, inclusive, Boston was under a town govern- 
ment and its growth averaged about a thousand souls per year. 
During this period the deaths by tuberculosis and phthisis 
averaged 191.5 per year; those from pneumonia, 42.4; from 
cancer, 3.1 ; from diseases of the heart, 2.6 ; and from apoplexy, 
10.5 per year. 

From 1822 to 1849 (in which year this department was estab- 
lished, and the present system of recording births, marriages and 
deaths was inaugurated) the number of deaths by phthisis and 
tuberculosis was 7,881, or an average of 291.9 per year; those 
from pneumonia, 121.4; from cancer, 11.8; from apoplexy, 
17.8 ; from diseases of the heart, 25.5, respectively, per year. 

The next period of years is from 1850 to and including 1867, 
which was the last year of the city before the annexations of out- 
lying cities and towns now included in its territory commenced, 
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except that part which is known as Sonth Boston. In the eigh- 
teen years comprising this period the deaths from phthisis and 
tuberculosis averaged 756.6 per year; from pneumonia, 231 per 
year; from cancer, 42.6 per year; from diseases of the heart, 
103.8 ; and from apoplexy, 45.5 per year. 

The next period of years includes the annexation of Roxbury, 
Dorchester, Charlestown, West Roxbury and Brighton, and is 
brought down to the year 1875, when Boston began existence 
within its present territorial limits ; in the seven years thus in- 
cluded there were 7,542 deaths by phthisis and tuberculosis, an 
average of 1,077.4 per year; from pneumonia, 2,892, an average 
of 413.1 per year; from cancer, 793, an average of 113.3 per 
year; from diseases of the heart, 1,608, an average of 229.7 per 
year; and from apoplexy, 789, an average of 112.7 per year. 

The last period of years in the table, from 1875 to and includ- 
ing 1905, involves the period of the real growth of the city as it is 
to-day. During the thirty-one years there were 43,407 deaths from 
phthisis and tuberculosis, or an average of 1,407.2 per year; from 
pneumonia, 32,059 deaths, an average of 1,034.1 per year; 
from cancer, 10,017, an average of 323.1 per year ; from diseases 
of the heart, 23,127, an average of 746.0 per year; and from 
apoplexy, 10,068, an average of 324.8 per year. 

These averages are presented more concisely in the followiug 
table :

A careful perusal of Table C will show the comparative decrease 
of deaths by phthisis and tuberculosis, and the remarkable in- 
crease of deaths by pneumonia (which in a number of years has 
exceeded the number of deaths by the " white plague"), and of 
deaths by cancer and diseases of the heart. 

Table D shows the number of native-born fathers and mothers, 
and of both parents of the children bom in Boston in 1900-04; 
also the same details for the children of foreign-born parentage 
of the nativities most largely represented in the population of the 
city. 
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Table E shows the number of deaths caused by cancer by loca- 
tion of the disease from 1849 to and including 1903. This has been 
compiled for the reason that it has been publicly stated that there 
are more deaths from cancer in Boston than in any other city 
in the country, and it was thought that these figures might be of 
some value to those who are interested in the study of the 
statistics of this disease. 

Table F shows the population of Boston distributed into native 
and foreign, and the number of foreign-born of each nativity, for 
the census years 1870 to and including 1900. 

Table G shows total mortality, all causes; deaths from 
phthisis ; per cent, of deaths from phthisis of whole number of 
deaths for each year from 1811 to 1906, inclusive. 

Table H gives same information for deaths by four principal 
causes for the same years.

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BOSTON PROPER AND ANNEXATIONS, 1630-1905. 
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Boston Proper (Old Boston). 

The area of the original Boston at the time of settlement in 
1630 was less than 1,000 acres;* the greatest length of the 
peninsula being from Roxbury line north-northeast to the old 
fortification on the Neck, one mile and thirty-nine yards, and 
from thence to the Winnisimet ferry, one mile and three quarters 
— in all, about two miles three quarters and two hundred and 
thirty-eight yards. 

The greatest breadth of the old town at the same time was 
from a point about the present location of Foster's wharf (on 
Atlantic avenue) to the northwesterly end of Leverett street, or 
about one mile one hundred and thirty- nine yards. 

There was no important addition to the inhabitable area of the 
town until the filling of the Mill pond, about 1807, which occu- 
pied the space at present bounded in part by Prince, Endicott, 
Leverett and Causeway streets, gave an additional fifty acres or 
thereabouts to the land area of the original town. There have 
been other additions made from time to time, notably on the 
water front, that is, the harbor side, but none so extensive as the 
one just mentioned, and they have mostly been utilized for busi- 
ness purposes, while a large portion of the "Mill pond" land 
was occupied by residences for many years, and a small portion 
of it is now so occupied . 

There is no precise account of the population of Boston for 
nearly a century after its settlement. In 1638 it is spoken of as 
being *' rather a village than a town, consisting of no more than 
20 or 30 houses." In 1675 the inhabitants were estimated at 
4,000; in 1686 the taxable polls (16 years and upwards) were 
1,447; in 1698 the inhabitants were estimated at 7,000; both 
estimates probably being too great; the estimate of 1698 is prob- 
ably that of Cotton Mather in his "Magnalia" 1.31, "seven 
thousand souls of us, at this hour living on the spot." 

Estimates of the population in 1704 at 6,750, and in 1720 at 
11,000, are given for what they are worth. 

The early immigration practically ceased in 1640, and during 
the ten years since the settlement of the town 21,200 passengers 
had landed here, and about 4,000 families. 

The first enumeration now known was made in 1722, by Eneas - 
Salter, hj authority and direction of the selectmen. He reported 
10,567 "beside those who had died or removed out of the 
town." 

On Bonner's map of Boston, dated 1722, it is stated that there 
were m the town at that time " near 12,000 people/' In 1735 
the population was estimated at 16,000.

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In 1742 a census of the city was taken with the following re 
suit: Total number of persons, 16,382 ; houses, 1,719; colored per- 
sons, 1,374 ; the total includes the colored, leaving 15,008 whites.

On account of the smallpox another census was taken in 1752, 
which gave 14,190 whites, 1,641 colored — total, 15,731. In 
1754 a colonial census of negroes was taken, which shows the 
number of slaves in Boston at that time to have been 989. 

The first efforts to take a general census in Massachusetts, so 
far as legislative records show, were made in 1763, and the 
result is shown in the colonial census of July, 1765, as follows :

Houses, 1,676; Families, 2,069. 
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In July, 1775, the population of Boston, as shown by a census 
taken by order of General Gage, was 6,578 ; and in 1776, at the 
close of the siege of Boston, a census ordered by the General 
Court gave the population of the town as 2,719 (Shattuck says 
these were whites only) . 

In 1777 the whole number of males sixteen years of age and 
over was 2,863, but deducting the colored, those at sea and in 
the army, there were but 1,878, and many of these were *' old, 
infirm, and decrepit." 

In 1781 the number of polls was 2,260, representing a popu- 
lation, estimated on that number, of about 10,000. 

In July, 1784, the General Court ordered a census of the 
ratable polls in Massachusetts, and the population of Boston, 
estimated on this census, was 15,780, the number of polls being 
3,174.

Thus it will be seen by the above table and the preceding 
statements regarding the population that between the settle- 
ment of the town and the peace of 1783, about one hundred and 
fifty years, the increase of the population was not marked, the 
estimate for 1780 being not more than two and a quarter times 
that of 1680, when the town, although fifty years old, may still 
be said to be in its infancy, and for forty years, from 1730 to 
1770, the population might almost be called stationary. 

The number of houses in Boston in 1719, according to Daniel 
Neal, who wrote a description of the town in that year, was about 
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3,000 ; this statement is consistent with that of Bonner's map, 
before alluded to, which says near 3,000 in 1722 ; but there is a 
wide difference in the computation of the inhabitants, Neal making 
it about 20,000 and Bonner 12^000. The census of 1742 gives 
the number of houses as 1,719, and the number of warehouses as 
166; so that, if the census of 1742 is in any degree accurate, 
there must have been a very much greater average of persons to 
a dwelling in that year than in 1722, as the population is given 
as 4,000 greater. 

The number of dwelling houses in 1784, by actual enumeration, 
was 2,178. A writer in the "Columbian Magazine,'* of Philadel- 
phia, describing the Boston of 1787, states that it is '' supposed 
to contain 3,000 houses and 18 or 20,000 inhabitants," but the 
statement is made elsewhere that in 1 789 the number of dwellings 
was 2,235, and the population, on the basis of 1790, was 17,880. 

From the various statements given it may be determined that 
the average population of Boston for the first ninety years of the 
18th century was probably not more than double the figure at the 
close of the I7th century, or 13,500 for the former and 6,700 
for the latter date. The maximum number of dwellings during 
the whole period from the settlement of the town until 1 790 was 
probably no greater than the number given in 1789, or 2,235. 

A table showing the number of houses and stores in given 
districts, together with the estimated population of these districts, 
is herewith appended.

Thus the population had increased from 1722, the year of the 
first regular census by town authority, to considerably more than 
twice the number, according to the U. S. census of 1800, the 
town meanwhile retaining practically the same habitable area as 
at the time of settlement. 

Soon after 1800 commenced the additions to the town area by 
filling various water areas and the reclamation of marshes, etc., 
and annexations of territory, which will be referred to under 
their respective heads.

The present area of Boston Proper, or Old Boston, is a little 
more than 1,800 acres. 

Charlestown. 

One of the original towns of the Massachusetts Bay Colony, 
settled in 1629. It was not until about 1842 that the bounds of 
that district, which was annexed to Boston as the City of Charles- 
town in 1874, were finally settled. The area of the old town was 
subject to many changes during the period between its settlement 
and annexation, but after its incorporation as a city in 1847 the 
area remained intact, and the act of annexation added 586 acres 
to the habitable area of the City of Boston. There is no record 
of the population in the earlier years of its history; in 1636 
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there were 72 who had wives and children, and up to 1640 
there were admitted into the town one hundred and twenty-seven 
persons. Frothingham says that in 1640 the population was 
not far from 1,000. In 1658 a list of shares in the wood and 
common lands on Mystic river side shows that upwai-ds of 200 
families resided in the town at that time. There seems to be no 
authentic statement of the population until 1789 ; in 1727 there 
were 412 ratable polls, which would seem to indicate a population 
of about 2,000, and just previous to the conflagration of June 17, 
1775, various authorities place the number of houses at from 
three to five hundred, and the population at from two to three 
thousand. It is from 1777 that the growth of the town must be 
reckoned, as it was almost totally destroyed in the conflagration, 
and the rebuilding had barely commenced in this year, nor did it 
become general until after the peace in 1785 ; at the close of 
this year there were 999 inhabitants, 978 whites and 21 colored, 
and 160 dweUings. A census of the town was taken in 1789, 
the result showing a population of 1,579, of which 867 were males 
and 812 females. 

By the U. S. Census of 1790 the population of Charlestown 
was 1,583; there were 749 white males, 809 white females, and 
288 families.

South Boston. 

This district, originally a part of Dorchester, was early known 
by its Indian name of Mattapannock, and within a few years 
after the settlement of Dorchester, as Dorchester Neck and Dor- 
chester Point ; it became part of Boston in 1804, and at that 
time contained about 560 acres. In 1637 the " Neck," as it was 
generally called, was set apart as pasture land for the cattle of 
the Dorchester towns-people, by vote of the town, and although 
there is no existing record of the first dwelling house built on the 
peninsula, it is probable that there was none until 1660. The 
district retained its distinctive character as a farming and 
grazing section for about 150 years after this date, and at the 
time of annexation was inhabited by only 10 families, about 60 
persons, and there were but 19 persons who paid a poll tax as 
residents of the place. In 1810 the number was 354, and in 
1825 it had increased to 1,986. In 1835 the population was 
5,595.

The original land area of South Boston was about 796 acres ; 
its present area is a little more than 1,200 acres. 

The number of dwellings in South Boston in 1900 was 7,336. 
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East Boston. 

The largest island of those which go to make up the present 
district of East Boston, Noddle's Island, was placed umder the 
jurisdiction of Boston on the 7th of December, 1636. The area 
of the island at this time was estimated at 1,000 acres, and the 
flats about it at 1,200 acres or more; but by a survey made by 
William Taylor in 1801 it was found to contain but 666 acres of 
upland and marsh, and the flats surrounding it amounted to 
nearly 1,500 acres. 

The entire district now known as East Boston, embracing 
Noddle's, Breed's and Wood Islands, reclaimed marsh land, and 
flats, contains about 1,685 acres. 

In 1833, the year of the incorporation of the East Boston 
Company, which was formed for the development of Noddle's 
Island into a residential and business section, there was but one 
dwelling-house upon the island, and at no time previous to that 
date was the island used for any purposes but farming and 
grazing, and the only inhabitants were the owners of the farms, 
or their tenants, never more than a few individuals, and requiring 
at the most not more than half a dozen dwellings. On June 10, 
1775, the Provincial troops destroyed all the buildings on the 
island ; and the statement was made by Thomas Greenough, the 
husband of one of the heirs of a former proprietor, that the loss 
consisted of 3 houses, 1 mansion house, 6 barns, 1 stable, and 
1 store (probably storehouse), all valued at £2,060. 

The census of the island for 1833 was 3 males, 5 females. 

In 1834, 16 single dwelling-houses and a brick block were 
built, beside buildings for various business purposes. 

In 1835, 21 dwellings were erected; there were 6 births, 4 
marriages, and 8 deaths. 

In 1836, there were 8 births, 1 marriage, 10 deaths. 

The following statistics, while not oflacial, and perhaps not 
complete, are no doubt nearly so, and are interesting as the 
only record known of the vital statistics of East Boston in the 
earlier years of its development as a residential section :

Dorchester. 

One of the original towns of the Massachusetts Bay Colony, 
the land where the earliest settlements were made, was known by 
the Indian name of Mattapan. The boundaries and area of Dor- 
chester were changed so frequently, and as only that part of the 
old township which was annexed to Boston is generally known 
by that name, it will be sufficient to state its area at the time of 
annexation, which was 5,614 acres. 

Of the population of Dorchester in the earUer years of its 
existence but little is known. There were 140 persons in the first 
company that made settlement in Dorchester, and the greater 
part of these it is evident took up land and built habitations 
within the limits of that part of Dorchester which is now a part 
of Boston. The same is true probably of most of the arrivals 
for the years immediately succeeding the first settlement of 
the town. In 1636 nearly half of the inhabitants removed to 
Connecticut, and their places were filled by fresh arrivals from 
England, but from almost constant departures for other towns 
and settlements, and new additions from the home country and 
other parts of the colony, the population did not vary in size 
very much for a hundred years or more. 

The births in the town from 1657 to 1734, a period of seventy- 
eight years, were 2,416, while the deaths in the same period 
were only 921, which shows that many who were born in Dor- 
chester must have died elsewhere. The ratable polls in the town 
in 1641 were '' not less than six score or thereabouts," which 
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multiplied by five, would give 600 inhabitants. In 1692 there 
were, seats provided in the church for 171 men and 180 women, 
and as every one was expected to attend church there were evi- 
dently 351 persons of adult age, or nearly so, and it is fair to 
presume that there were as many at least younger children, so 
that the population would not be far from the figure quoted for 
1641, or fifty years earlier. In 1727 there were 252 ratable 
polls. This would give on the same computation as above made, 
including 17 slaves, 1,277. There were 117 houses at that time. 
By the census of 1765 Dorchester is shown to have 1,323 whites 
and 37 colored persons ; of the former 635 were males and 688 
females. There were 204 houses in the town, and 245 families. 
In 1776 there were 1,550 inhabitants in the town, including 35 
negroes and mulattoes. The population of Dorchester for the 
U. S. Census years from 1800 to 1900, inclusive, is shown in 
the following table :

Roxbury. 

One of the original towns of the Massachusetts Bay Colony, 
and the sixth town incorporated in Massachusetts. Official date 
of settlement, September 28, 1630. Like most of the early town- 
ships its boundaries and area were subject to numerous changes, 
and when annexed to Boston it contained about 2,700 acres, 
which was about one-third of the area of the town at the close of 
the Revolutionary War. 
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The first estimate of the population of Roxbury is made from 
Edward Johnson's statement, that in 1652 there were near upon 
120 dwellings in the town. These would ordinarily accommodate 
about 700 persons, and that is believed to be a fair estimate of 
the population at that time. The number of inhabitants increased 
very slowly for the next hundred years, and in fact must have 
been stationary for the greater part of that time, as the colonial 
census of 1765 gives the population as 1,487, or about double 
the number in 1652 ; this includes 80 colored persons. Of the 
1,407 whites, there were 662 males and 745 females. There 
were at the same time 212 families and 212 houses according to 
this census. No data is found to definitely fix the population at 
any period between the dates given. 

The white population of Roxbury in 1 776 is stated as 1,433. 
In 1778 the polls were 372, which would indicate a population of 
1,860. In 1781 there were 330 polls, which would give an esti- 
mated population of 1,650; and in 1784, the number of polls 
being 430, the population may be reasonably settled as being 
about 2,150. 

The U. S. Census of 1790 gives the population as 2,226. Of 
these 1,076 were white males and 1,110 white females; there 
were 287 houses and 351 families. The population of the Rox- 
bury district in the U. S. Census years is given in the following 
table, from 1800 to 1900, inclusive. Previous to the annexation 
of Roxbury to Boston in 1868 the figures are absolute, as given 
by census returns, but subsequently the population is estimated, 
as heretofore explained.

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West Roxbury. 

Originally part of Roxbury, from which it was set apart and 
established as a separate town in 1851. A pai*t of Dedham was 
annexed in 1853, and in 1874 the town was annexed to Boston, 
its area at that time being 8,078 acres. There are no figures 
available as to the population of West Roxbury before 1855. At 
that time it was 4,812; in 1860 it was 6,310; in 1870, 8,686. 
The population for the succeeding census years is given in the 
table of " Population of Boston Proper and Annexations." 

Brighton. 

This section was a part of Cambridge, known formerly as " Lit- 
tle Cambridge" until February 24, 1807, when it was set apart and 
incorporated as the town of Brighton. Very little information is 
available as to its population in early times. In the " Cambridge 
List of persones and estates taken in the Month of August, 
1688," the population of this part of Cambridge is given as 35. 
In 1777 the number of persons is given as 309 whites, 12 blacks ; 
ratable polls, 66 whites, 4 blacks. The area of Brighton at the 
time of its incorporation was 2,660 acres, 81 rods. On January 
27, 1816, a small portion of Cambridge was annexed, and when 
the town was annexed to Boston in January, 1874, the area was 
2,277 acres. The population of Brighton at the date of the an- 
nexation was 4,967. The population of the Brighton district 
from 1810 to 1900, in the U. S. census years, is given in the fol- 
lowing table :
